As Being Responsible for EeoeEt Hard 


Times. 


• J»"EW YOKK, Oct. 16.—The first larne 
muss meeting of the campaign -was held 
In Cooper Union last night under the 
auspices of the Republican club of this 
city. Elihu Hc.th presided. The Interest 
of the evening centered in the speech of 
Warner. Miller, author of tho much-de- 
bated Sunday plank in the Republican 
state platform. The other conspicuous 
speaker was Charles Emory Smith of 
Philadelphia. 


Warner Miller said that the Issues of 


this campaign were threefold, namely: 
National, state and municipal. 
Three 


years ago,'he said, the country was en- 
joying tho greatest success In its history. 
The Republican party stood today where 
it always stood—for the protection of home 
industry and labor, and when it got back 
the reigns of government io would restore 
protection to its own industries. 


The Republican party had a bright his- 


tory, both in war and peace. Three years 
ago the people saw fit to make a change, i 
The Democratic party's record was one of/ 
imbecility: Its .Wilson bill had destroyed' 
all the prosperity of the couD<-y—it was not\ 
a tariff for revenue, but a tariff tor de- 
ficiency. 
. 


He then said that at one time the 


United States treasury was in the hands 
of receivers. After reading statistics cov- 
ering a period of flve years, he said the 
government had to borrow money to fill 
up the deficits. Carlisle should have asked 
for 1250,000,000, instead of acting like a 
peddler. . The Republican party was in 
favor of tariff, not for revenue only, but 
for protection and revenue together. The 
country had sustained a greater loss 
through the workings of tho Wilson bill 
than that of the late war, 


The value of property in America had 


depreciated fully 25 per cent since Cleve- 
land's election in 1893. The foreign policy 
of the administration brought the blush 
of shame to tho cheek of every American, 
Tho policy of the government, however, 
on the question of sound money, and its 
suppression of the riots in Chicago, de- 
served the commendation and met with 
she approval of every American citizen, 
xreapccti ve of party. 


The state issues of this campaign, the 


speaker said, were of the utmost impor- 
tance, and if there were to be any reforms 
n this state or city the Republicans must 
M very careful in electing the proper man 
x> say and the proper assembly to make It 
mpopsible for the band of thieves known 
as Tammany to regain control.

iBhecl Bollofi Abuut the Weather- The 


•• Oldeit Vnoht—Why Womeu I*lve Longer 


Than Men. 


A paper ou "Weather Fallacies," road 


boforo tho Meteorological bocioty of Lon- 
don recently, ns reviewed by the Now York 
Sun, leaves not even u wet moon out of 
all the traditions cleur to tho unscientific 
mtncl. 


Ono class of these common prophecies 


oonuects the wcntherwith certain suiisons, 
days, and times o( (lie day. Wo hear such 
sayings as "'Fine on Friday, fine on Sun- 
day," or "Friday is the best and tho worst 
day of thewoei£,"and proverbs llke"Rnln 
at 7, fine nt. 11." When these sayings 
come trao, they are falliriilly remembered; 
when they fall, they are forgotten. 
There- 


is, according to Mr. Inwards, .no truthful 
foundation for such theories. 


More plausible are iufull' lerulosfor the 


weather Imnt'l on the rola .vo posltionB of 
the sun, moon and planets. 
They appeal 


to analogy nad reason. But Hr. Inwards 
will have none of them. 


Some prophets huvo built their faith on 


cycles, predicting that weather changes 
would repeat themselves when tho suu and 
moon got back Into tho same relative posi- 
tion, which they do In 10 years, with nn 
error of only an hour and n half, ljut tho 
cyclo systems have broken down wiion 
tested, and It appears there is no period 
within which weather changes repeat 
themselves. There uro plenty of other fal- 
lacies about tho moon, such as that tho 
full moon clears away elouds; that you 
should BOW beans or cut trees on tho wane 
of the moon; that it is ft bad Blgn If tho 
naoon changes on Saturday or Sunday; 
that two full moons in a month will bring 
a flood; that to see tho old moon in tho 
arms of the now brings on rain. M. Flam- 
mariou pays that "tho moon's influence on 
tho weather is negligible." Even tho halo 
round the moon is discredited. It has Iieen 
found by observers that it is followed by 
Uno wuathtir as often as by rain. 


About tho sun there uro many fallacies, 


and Mr. Soott announces that there aro no 
equinoctial gales. 


Coming down to earth, wo flnd a long 


list of the behavior of animals and plants 
having a supposed connection with tho 
weather. E. J. .Lowe has oxamlnd a num- 
ber of woll known signs an4 all saoru to 
break down completely. Ho took tho signs 
of Ixus llylng about in tho evening, many 
toads appearing ut sunset, groat quanti- 
ties of snails, flsh rising to tho surface, 
txws busy, crowds of locusts, restless cat- 
tle, land rails clamorous, ilios and gnats 
troublesome.

haws and holly berries is held to be a sign 
tlitit a severe winter is coming'and that 
nature thus provides winter food for the 
fair-In.

becomes a pressing duty: 


Let us suppose wo have eight Eton col- 


Inrs aiid four pairs of cuffs to mako up. 
Take B taliluspoonfuls white starch, 2 t.ea- 
cupfuls cokl water, a teaspoohful borar. 
After dissolving tho borax in a little boll- 
Ing water—unmelted if would dim:olor tliu 
articles—I add It to my starch, which bus 
been thorough blended 'with dribhj'.s of 
cold water until the whole has been i.seJ.! 
Into this all tho collars and cuffs, previous-; 
ly washed,' blued and bono dried, aro put. ; 
They are then actually' washed in tlie 
starch, soap carefully rubbed 'on both sides 
and well kneaded. It is necessary to ruL 
in the' starch very completely. Unless thi.B 
is done, ' innumerable wrinkles and uic 
bubbles will arise afterward to worry and 
vex our souls. Tho collars aro then rolled 
up tightly in a smooth cloth and put away 
till evenly clamp all over. 


In order to iron woll, see that tho irons 


are bright and smooth. To insure this 
rub them before using with some finely 
powdered Bath brick or beeswax. Take 
the collars anil with a piece of cotton cloth 
dipped in w.-irni water rub over both sides. 
Begin to iron on tho wrong "and finish up 
On tho right side. Always'point your iron 
out toward tho edge. Press heavily and 
hang before tho llro to air and stiffen. 


If you wish for an extra china, enamel- 


like surface, you must invest in a polish- 
ing iron. 
After your collar is apparently 


finished— that Is, stiff and glossy—rub 
over once more with warm watorTput on 
the bare table and give a flual smoothing 
with your bright round iron.

properly done, your starched articles will 
look exactly as If fresh from tho shop.

Warner Miller said that tho issues of 


this campaign were threefold, utiiiicly: 
N'litionul, state and municipal. -Three 
yours ago, he said, the country wna en- 
Joying tho firontcst success la its history. 
The Republican party stood today whore 
it always stood—for tho protection of home 
industry :iod labor, and when it go; brick 
tho reigns ot government it would restore 
protection to its own industries. 


The Republican party had a bright his- 


tory, both In war and peace. Three years 
URO the pooplo saw fit to make a change. 
The Democratic party's record was ono of 
imbecility. Its Wilson bill had destroyed 
ali the prosperity of the county—it was not 
a tariff for revenue, but a tariff for de- 
ficiency. 


He then said that at ono timo tho 


United Sttitos treasury was in the hands 
of receivers.
